WASHINGTON I Sonia Sotomayor pushed 
back vigorously Tuesday against Republi- 
can charges that she would bring bias and 
a liberal agenda to her seat as the first His- 
panic woman on the Supreme Court, insist- 
ing repeatedly she would be impartial as 
GOP senators tried to undercut her with 
her own words from past speeches. 

For all the pointed questioning in a 
grueling, daylong hearing, there was little 
doubt that President Obama’s first high 


court choice would be confirmed. 

Sotomayor, 55, kept her composure dur- 
ing the intense day of questions and answers, 
listening intently and scribbling notes as 
senators peppered her with queries, then 
leaning into her microphone and gesturing 
for emphasis as she responded. 

“My record shows that at no point or time 
have I ever permitted my personal views or 
sympathies to influence the outcome of a 
case,” she declared during a tense exchange 


with Republican Sen. Jeff 
Sessions of Alabama. 

Sotomayor backed 
away from perhaps the 
most damaging words 
that had been brought up 
since Obama nominated 
Sotomayor her seven weeks ago — a 
2001 comment suggesting 
that a “wise Latina” judge would usually 
reach better conclusions than a white man. 
She called the remark “a rhetorical flourish 
that fell flat.” julie hirschfeld davis (ap)

— also known now as prisoner

and groundskeeping. There’s also 
no Internet access, televisions in 
common rooms only, and limited 
recreation time. 

“I wouldn’t describe any of the 
facilities here as a nice place,” But- 
ner spokesman Greg Norton said.

Ambitious legislation 
would make coverage 
available to everyone 

WASHINGTON | House Democrats 
on Tuesday rolled out an ambi- 
tious $1.5 trillion plan that for the 
first time would make health care 
a right and a responsibility for all 
Americans, with Medical provid- 
ers, employers and the wealthiest 
picking up most of the tab. 

The federal government would 
be responsible for ensuring that 
every person, regardless of income 
or the state of their health, has 
access to an affordable insurance 
plan. Individuals and employers 
would have new obligations to get 
coverage, or face hefty penalties. 

From big hospitals to solo phy- 
sician practices, providers also 
would be held to account for qual- 
ity of care. Insurance companies 
would be prohibited from den 5 dng 
coverage to the sick. The industry 
also would face stiff competition 
from a new government plan. 

The bill calls for a 5.4 percent 
tax increase on individuals making 
more than $1 million a year, with a 


4.5% 

The tax increase the House’s health 
care bill would levy against individuals 
making more than $1 million per year. 


gradual tax beginning at $280,000 
for individuals. Employers who 
don’t provide coverage would be 
hit with a penalty equal to 8 per- 


cent of workers’ wages with an 
exemption for small businesses. 
Individuals who decline an offer 
of affordable coverage would pay 
2.5 percent of their incomes as a 
penalty, up to the average cost of 
a health insurance plan. 

With Obama pressing Congress 
to act on health care this summer. 
House leaders want to move their 


bill quickly through three com- 
mittees and to a floor vote before 
the August congressional recess. 
But a group of moderate and con- 
servative Democrats has withheld 
support, and no Republican votes 
are expected. 

The House bill seemed unlikely 
to win broad backing in the Sen- 
ate. (AP)

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Terror Alerts to Be Judged 



Post-Sept. 11 system 
could be overhauled, 
eliminated entirely 

WASHINGTON I The Homeland 
Security Department will review 
and possibly replace the often- 
ridiculed multicolored terror alert 
system created after the Sept. 11, 
2001, attacks. 

Since it was created in 2002, 
the system has been confusing 
and became the butt of jokes by 
late-night television comics. Crit- 
ics have said assigning different 
categories to different colors is 
too vague an approach to deliver 
enough information to be useful. 
And Democrats said the Bush 
administration used it for politi- 
cal manipulation. 

Homeland Security Secretary 
Janet Napolitano appointed a 
task force Tuesday to determine 


in 60 days how effective the cur- 
rent system is. 

The system, which goes from 
green — signaling a low danger 
of attack — to red — signaling a 
severe threat of attack — could get 
an overhaul. Or could be elimi- 
nated entirely. 

The alert level has not been 
changed since 2006, when it was 


raised from yellow to red and then 
lowered to orange in the aviation 
sector after it was discovered that 
terrorists planned to blow up jet- 
liners en route to the U.S. from

Airline orders review 
after hole appears in 
jet’s roof during flight 

DALLAS I Southwest Airlines 
inspected nearly 200 planes and 
put them back in the sky Tuesday 
after a foot-long hole opened in the 
cabin of a jet, forcing the aircraft 
to make an emergency landing in 
West Virginia. 

Passengers aboard a Nashville- 
to -Baltimore flight Monday said 
they could see through the hole 
above them, just in front of the 
plane’s tail. The cabin lost pres- 
sure, but no one was injured on the 
flight, which carried 126 passen- 
gers and five crew members. 

Passenger Michael Cunning- 
ham told NBC’s “Today” show 
Tuesday that he had dozed off in 
his seat when he was awakened by 
“the loudest roar I’d ever heard.” 

Cunningham said the hole was 


above his seat. People stayed calm 
and put on the oxygen masks. 

“After we landed in Charleston, 
the pilot came out and looked up 
through the hole, and everybody 
applauded, shook his hand; a 
couple of people gave him hugs,” 
he said. 


Experts said the tear could 
have been caused by damage from 
a dent or ding, or the plane’s skin 
could have suffered from age-relat- 
ed fatigue. Jet cabins are pressur- 
ized and depressurized with every 
flight, which can cause tiny cracks

Been to Mars and Back 


Six on mock mission 
emerge after 105 days 
in capsule in Moscow 

MOSCOW I Russian engineers 
broke a red wax seal and six men 
emerged from a metal hatch beam- 
ing and waving Tuesday after 105 
days of isolation in a Soviet- era 
mock spacecraft testing the stress- 
es space travelers may one day face 
on the journey to Mars. 

Sergei Ryazansky, the captain 


of the six-man crew, told report- 
ers at a Moscow research institute 
near the Kremlin that the most 
difficult thing was knowing that 
instead of making the 172-million 
mile journey, they were locked in 
a four-piece windowless module 
made of metal canisters the size 
of railway cars. 

The men, chosen from 6,000 
applicants, were paid $20,987 
each to be sealed in the mock 
space capsule since March 31 — 
cut off almost entirely from the

outside world. 

They had no television or Inter- 
net, and their only link to the out- 
side world was communications 
with the experiment’s controllers 
— who also monitored them via TV 
cameras — and internal e-mail. 
Communications with the out- 
side world had 20 -minute delays 
to imitate a real space flight. 

Each crew member had his 
personal cabin. The interiors were 
paneled in faux wood according to 
Soviet style of the 1970s, when the

structure was originally built. 

Common facilities included a 
gym and a small garden, and the 
modules were equipped with the 
new European and Russian exer- 
cise and training equipment for 
biomedical research. The crew also 
specially prepared meals and used 
toilets closely resembling those on 
the space station. 

Some veteran space explor- 
ers belittled the value of the 
experiment, but its backers at 
the Russian and European space 
agencies insist it will only move 
humans closer to a real mission.

Mom: Daughters Were Possessed 


Woman charged with 
killing girls cites a life 
of chaos, evil on tapes 

Banita Jacks repeatedly told Dis- 
trict homicide detectives that 
demons possessed her daughters 
but that she was confident that 
they would return from the dead 
when the demons died. 

For the second day Jacks’ voice 
dominated proceedings in D.C. 
Superior Court, as the remaining 
portion of her eight-hour police 
interrogation was played Tuesday 
for the judge hearing her case. 

During the interview, Jacks 
began sobbing when detectives 
pulled a box of family photos that 
included several of her four dead 
daughters: Aja Fogle, 5; N’Kiah 
Fogle, 6; Tatianna Jacks, 11; and 
Brittany Jacks, 17. 

The videos were played by 
Jacks’ attorneys for Judge Freder- 
ick H. Weisberg during a motions 
hearing preceding the trial. Jacks’ 
attorneys want their client’s

answers to police disallowed. 

She is charged in the deaths 
of the girls, who were found in 
her freezer by federal marshals 
delivering eviction papers Jan. 9, 
2008. The children had been dead 
for about seven months. 

In the videos, new details 
emerged about Jacks’ confronta- 
tional relationship with Brittany. 
Jacks said Brittany was possessed 
with a Jezebel demon and was the 
most difficult to control. Jacks said 
her daughter was about 6 feet 1 inch 
tall and that they fought twice after 
Brittany ran away from home. 

Jacks, 35, said she kept Brittany 
in her room so she wouldn’t influ- 
ence her sisters. She described a 
chaotic life after her live-in boy- 
friend of seven years, Nathaniel 
Fogle Jr., died of cancer in Febru- 
ary 2007. But then Fogle appeared 
to her in a dream and told her that 
all four girls would be taken from 
her. “To stop my suffering, Nathan- 
iel took them,” she said. “But they 
would be resurrected.” keith l.

Goldman Sachs Proves Prowess 



Banks $2.7B in 2Q 
earnings shows it is 
a step ahead of rivals 

NEW YORK I Goldman Sachs is 
emerging as the king of post-melt- 
down Wall Street. 

The New York-based banking 
giant took advantage of improving 
markets to widen the gap between 
itself and its competitors, earning 
more than $2,7 billion during the 
second quarter. 

The result is a remarkably 
speedy recovery from last fall, 
when Goldman lost $3.29 billion 
in four months during the worst 
of the financial crisis. Goldman, 


which was already the strongest 
financial institution heading into 
the financial crisis, has now staked 
its claim as the undisputed pow- 
erhouse on Wall Street with the 


ability to take on more risk than 
its struggling competitors. 

“Goldman really is in a class 
by themselves,” said Phillip Sil- 
itschanu, a senior analyst with Aite 


Group. “They’ve always been the 
golden child of the market.” 

That has been even more ampli- 
fied during the recent credit crisis 
and ensuing recovery as credit and 
debt markets have started to open 
up. While other banks have been 
trying to preserve cash to protect 
against further losses, Goldman 
has been getting back to its core 
businesses that made it so profit- 
able in the past. 

Profits at Goldman came from 
strength in underwriting stock and 
debt offers and higher-risk trading, 
Goldman’s peers, meanwhile, have 
been stung by loan losses and have 
had to take a more conservative 
approach.

For owners, the big difference 
is service. Dogs and cats will fly in 
the main cabin of a Suburban Air 
Freight plane, retooled and lined 
with carriers in place of seats. Pets 
will be escorted to the plane by 
attendants who will check on the 
animals every 15 minutes during 
the flight. The pets are also given 
pre-boarding walks and bath- 
room breaks. 

Betsy Saul, co-founder of Pet- 
finder.com, said she’s excited about 
the expected impact Pet Airways 
will have on pet travel across major 
airlines. 

“The entire industry will stretch 
because of Pet Airways,” she said.

In a break with digital 
age norms, mourning 
Michael Jackson fans

T R E N D S I In the first few days after 
Michael Jackson’s death on June 
25, bereaved fans downloaded 
nearly 2,5 million digital copies 
of his songs, setting a record that’s 
likely to stand for years. 

Just as when John Lennon was 
killed in 1980, or when Elvis Presley 
died three years earlier, people who 
rushed out to music stores looking 
to buy physical copies of Jackson’s 
albums often found that stock dis- 


appeared quickly under the huge 
demand born of tragedy. 

The difference this time was that 
the era of the digital download gave 
Jackson’s followers instant access to 
virtually anything in his catalog. 

“Unlike in the past, when the 
marketplace would be out of stock, 
the digital part of the business gave 
a connection for the content that 
fans were looking for immediately,” 
said Gary Arnold, senior entertain- 
ment officer for Best Buy. 

Last week, the pendulum 
swung back the other way. Once 
online and brick-and-mortar retail 
outlets replenished their shelves, 
an additional 800,000 copies of

Jackson’s albums were sold in the 
first full week after his death, CDs 
and other physical media account- 
ed for 82 percent of those sales 
at a time when the demise of the 
CD is estimated to be only a few 
years away. 

The latest figures from Nielsen 
SoundScan show that so far this 
year, overall music sales have been 
split 60 percent in favor of physi- 
cal media and 40 percent digital. 
That’s a rapid shift since 2005, 
when 92 percent of all music sales 
were physical and just 8 percent 
digital. SoundScan predicts that 
digital music will account for half 
of all music sales by the end of next 


year if current trends hold.

Gazpacho, Spain’s 
cold soup, blends up 
garlic, tomatoes 

A liquefied salad with a fun-to- 
say name, gazpacho (guh-SPAH- 
choh) can be a bit of an eyebrow- 
raising concoction, particularly to 
those who prefer their cold, pureed 
tomatoes in a ketchup bottle. 

But local chefs and cooks 
concur: The chilly tomato soup, 
dreamt up in Spain (where they 
know steamy summers), is a great 
culinary antidote to Washington 
in July.

A combo of ripe tomatoes, 
vinegar, garlic and olive oil, gaz- 
pacho traces its roots to Andalu- 
cia, a region lauded for olive oil 
since Roman times, when peas- 
ants working olive groves would 
turn surplus into succulent soup. 
“Before tomatoes came from 
America, it was mostly olive oil, 
water, old bread and garlic, the 
grandfather of today’s gazpacho,” 
Andres says. “The recipe evolved 
to include tomatoes.” 

Many modern gazpachos plunk 
cucumbers and peppers into the 
tomato mix, the sopa at Andres’ 
Jaleo (Bethesda, Arlington, Penn 
Quarter; Jaleo.com) included. 
His popular iteration came from 
his wife, Patricia, who grew up 
in southwest Spain. In addition 
to classic gazpacho, Jaleo serves 
ajo bianco, a traditional white 
gazpacho with sliced almonds 


and grapes but no tomatoes. 
Also popular in Spain (though 
not on Jaleo’s menu): Salmorejo, 
a thick tomato-based Cordoba 
version served with hard-boiled 
eggs and ham. 

Gazpacho’s gastro genius lies 
in its anything-goes disposition. 
“Gazpacho allows so much per- 
sonal expression. It’s pliant,” says 
Michelle Brown, co-owner of Tea- 
ism (Penn Quarter, Dupont Circle, 
Lafayette Park; Teaism.com). 

In other words, pluck the fresh- 
est veggies, sprinkle in some sea- 
sonings du jour and pulverize to 


your desired texture, be it chunky 
or smooth. Then, let flavors meld 
by refrigerating the stuff for at 
least half an hour, preferably 
overnight. 

Teaism’s tomato gazpacho 
flaunts Asian flair via fresh gin- 
ger, soy sauce, jalapenos and ses- 
ame oil. It’s a seasonal stand-in 
for winter’s lentil soup. “We wait 
patiently for tomatoes and cucum- 
bers to come into season locally,” 
Brown says. “No good gazpacho 
is served before its time.” 

Other chefs play with the con- 
cept but skip tomatoes altogeth- 


er. Alexandria blogger Colleen 
Levine (Foodietots.com) whips 
up watermelon gazpacho. “I’m 
obsessed with farmers markets, 
and it’s a challenge to use all the 
produce I bring home,” Levine 
says. She concocted an icy soup 
of melon, garlic, onion, jalapeno, 
lime juice and jicama. 

No matter the recipe, gazpacho 
is a crowd pleaser on sticky days. 
“Put it in a pitcher and pour it at 
the table in little glasses,” Andres 
says. That’ll make it even easier 
to slurp down this ultimate taste 
of summer, katie knorovsky

Salmorejo (Tomato

FOR THE GARNISH: Toast the bread 
and slice the eggs in half. To serve, 
ladle the chilled soup into bowls.

Use the garnishes to dip into 
the soup.
